Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the primary 
reasons for the allowance of the claims in this application are the limitations of an 
improved auxiliary shelf mechanism for vertically and horizontally positioning an 
auxiliary shelf having an articulating arms mechanism including a mounting bracket, an 
upper arm pivotally connected to the mounting bracket, a shelf bracket pivotally 
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connected to the upper arm, a side arm pivotally connected to the shelf bracket, a 
stopping means, a lower arm pivotally connected to the upper arm, and means for 
rotating the articulating arm mechanism about a vertical axis, now essentially included 
in independent claim 101 and 102 and in combination with the other elements recited in 
the claims respectively, which is not found in the prior art of record; and an improves 
auxiliary shelf mechanism for vertically and horizontally positioning an auxiliary shelf 
having an articulating arm mechanism including a mounting bracket, an upper arm 
pivotally connected to the mounting bracket, a shelf bracket pivotally connected to the 
upper arm at a second point, a side arm pivotally connected to the shelf bracket at a 
third point, and wherein the third point is disposed beneath the second point, now 
essentially included in independent claims 103 and 104 and in combination with the 
other elements recited in the claims respectively, which is not found in the prior art of 
record.
